CHAPTER 82. 

AN ACT to amend section 2454 of the statutes, relating to fees 
of county judges. 

The people of the State of 11 - isccnsin, representtd in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Section 2454 of the statutes is amended to read: 

Section 2454. 1. Every county judge is prohibited from taking 
or receiving, either directly or indirectly, any fees whatever for 
his official services in the administration of the estates of de, 
ceased persons, including proceeding to determine the descent 
of lands, and for certificates of title by descent, or in the ap-
pointment of guardians, or in the administration of * * * 
the estates of wards, except in the counties in which it is other-
wise expressly provided by law. 

2. The judge of any county cciurt which is not vested with 
civil jurisdiction shall be entitled to receive five dollars per day,- 
to be paid from the county treasury, for each day he shall be 
actually engaged in the examination of any person upon a crim-
inal charge, or engaged upon any other matter, not appertain-
ing to probate business, compensation for which is not otherwise 
provided.
